My dear M.Babelon: - 


It was the greatest disappointment to me that at a recent meeting 
of our Governors with Mr.Huntington for the express purpose of discussing 


the publication of your valuable researches on Jacopo da Trezzo, it was 
after long discussion finally decided to be unwise at the present moment 
to undertake such a large publication. 


tl was the more disappointed as in previous informal conversations 
with Mr. Huntington he seemed very much interested in your work, and I full 
expected that either our Society or the Hispanic Society - or even both to- 
gether - would be in a position to publish your work. Unfortunately ait 
this time financial conditions are somewhat unsettled and Mr.Huntington 
does not deem it wise for either of the Societies to publish anything of 
any size, unless it be of wide public interest, for the time being. In 
this connection he stated that at the present moment he had over thirty (30) 
manuscripts in his safe which he was holding back indefinitely yntil condi- 
tions should change for the better. As our publication funds depend en- 
tirely upon Mr.Huntington, you will understand our position and that it is 
unfortunately quite impossible for us to do anything now. 

I am deeply disajpointed as I had fw.ly expected that our Society 
would, through the accustomed generosity of Mr.Huntington, be enabled to 
publish your splendid work. That would not only have been of the greatest 
importance to gcience, but also would have been an honor to oyr Society. 
Greatly regretting the decision and trusting that times will impwove before 
long, I remain,
